(2) Suggesting norms of efficiency with a view to eliminating 
waste, obtaining maximum production* improving 
quality and reducing costs. 

(3) Recommending measures for securing the fuller utilisa¬ 
tion of the installed capacity and for improving the 
working of thfi industry, particularly of less efficient 
units.
